Now that my first legislative 
session is over, I am happy to say 
we accompished a number. of 
worthwhile projects for the dis- 
trict. In addition, this session was 
a tremendously exciting learning 
experience for me. 

One- thing that became quite 
apparent during my first year as 
an assemblyman is how complex 
the inner-workings of the Legisla- 
ture must seem to those not 
directly invlolved with it. Indeed, 
at times it can be quite mystifying 
even to those of us who are invol- 
ved. 

With that in mind, I would like 
to share some of my experiences 
as an insider in an effort to help 
you better understand the law- 
making process and how it affects 
our lives. 

This is the first in a three-part 
series of articles dealing with| the 
legislative process. I hope you find 
them informative and enjoyable. 

The best way to illustrate the 
legislative process is by example. I 
am going to trace for you the 
course taken by one of my bills 
from its inception as an idea to its 
translation into bill form. 

The idea for this piece of legis- 
lation came, as many do, from lo- 
cal officials in Allegany County. 
But ideas can also come from me, 
or you. As in many rural areas, 
our county court system was faced 
with the problem of not being able 
to find a qualified court stenog- 
rapher who also met the re- 
quirements of being a resident of 
the county. Whenever a stenog- 
rapher was needed, a a court or- 
der had to be obtained to allow for 
an out-of-county stenographer to 
be utilized. This was expensive 
and time-consuming. Other rural 
counties faced with this problem 
had overturned the rule. It was 
obvious that we needed to do the 
same for Allegany County. We 


turned to the legislative Bill - 


Drafting Commission. 

The Bill Drafting Commission is 
a bipartisan organization which 
employs approximately 20 
lawyers who write bills. Each bill 


drafter is assigned to about 10° 


members — both senators and as- 
semblymen — for which he or she 


will write legislation as requested. , 


Often, they are given no more 
than a short paragraph explaining 
what the legislator needs. Other 
times, detailed information may 
be supplied. The bill drafter 
determines what part of the law 
must ke amended or added to in 
order to achieve the necessary 
results, and writes the actual text 
of the bill. 

Once the language of the bill 
has been drafted, the legislator 
makes changes and approves it

and then drafts a sponsors 
memorandum specifically outlin- 
ing the proposed changes to exist- 
ing law, the purpose of those 
changes and the reasons why he 
or she feels the changes are 
necessary. Also, the legislator 
must identify any monetary 
obligation the state may incur if 
the bill becomes law. 

Several copies of the memo and 
the newly-drafted bill are submit- 
ted to the index clerk of the As- 
sembly or Senate, who then as- 
signs the bill a number, refers it 
to the proper house committee for 
review and consderation and or- 
ders the bill printed in final form. 
Bills may be introduced in one 
house only, or in both the Senate 
and Assembly at the same time. 
These are called uni-bills. This 
means that an assemblyman and 
a senator introduce exact dupli- 
cate bills, giving the legislation a 
better chance of. receiving 
favorable consideration in both 
houses. 

The Allegany County Stenog- 
rapher Bill was introduced as a 
uni-bill and Senate number 1077. 
The legislation was then referred 
to the Judiciary Committee of 
each house. 

Legislators have an unlimited 
bill introduction period that 
begins prior to the beginning of 
session and ends around the first 
of March. After this, there is 
another four-week period during 
which each legislator may intro- 
duce an additional 10 bills. In a 
typical legislative session, there 
are approximately 8,500 bills in- 
troduced in the Assembly and 
6,000 in the Senate. 

Within the past 10 years, a 
legislative rules change has 
provided for a.two-year bill period. 
This means that bills introduced 


during any odd-year session may 
be automatically rolled-over to the 
next session retaining their 
original numbers. Many bills, 
which did not receive approval 
during one session, are likely to be 
resubmitted the following year. As 
problems with the original bill are 
identified and ironed out, the bill 
may well be passed in the second 
session. The two-year bill period, 
therefore, saves the expense of re- 
printing bills each year. a 

A copy of any bill andor its 
sponsor’s memo is readily avail- 
able to the public. If you cantact 
either of my district offices (in 
Geneseo - 243-3210), we will be 
happy to obtain bills and memos 
for you. 

In my next article, I will discuss 
the committee system and how 
bills reach the Assembly and 
Senate for vote.
